which I receiued there, gaue me caufe to take fome no- 
tice,and obferue the vofitneffe of the place where the 
faid Plantation was firft begun; as alfo how in feuerall 
yecres, Pirates,and erring Subieéts were there entertai. 
ned: which as I conceived, was a difhonour to his 
Maiefty, an abufe tothe Vndertakers of that worthy 
purpofe; asalfo a generall wrong to all his Maietties 
fiubieg&ts which aduenture thither. And likewife often 
feeing great abufes committed there yeerely by the tra- 
ders thither, I was thereby imboldened to compile my 
former difcouery of that Countrey as now it is. The 
which when [had fo done, | did nottruft onely tomy

There haue diuers yeeres been. aboue. fixty faile of 
good Ships fifhing in the forefaid Trinity harbour,and 
thofe forefaid Bayes, Roades, and harbours, and they 
haueall madeas great thriving voyages there, asany. 
other Ships haue made at- any other place in that. 
Countrey ; all that North fide of Trinity Bay lyeth 
pleafantly againft the South, being neere in the latitude 
of 49. deyrees, by which it may be well conceived, the 
Climate of it felfe fhould be very pleafant, confidering 
that the City of London is more then three. degrees to 
the North, then that place,which. isno leffe then 180. 
Englith miles; and there is all fuch fruits in great a= 
bundance,as are formerly recited in my difcouery of 
that Countrey, and all {uch forts of fith of what kind 
foeuer, fo plentifull,as in any other part to the South- 
ward on that Coafts and the Firre, Spruife, Pine, and 
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Birch trees are there much greater,and longer,and the 
Countrey fuller: of woods, then it is to the South- 
ward; and iffome people doe once begin to inhabite 
there queftionleffe,there is great hope in doing much 
good,not onely in fifhing, and manuring of land, bur 
alfoin fawing of boords, and fquaring of Timber, fit 
to be tranfported from thence into other Countries; as 
alfo for making of Iron, Sale, Sope, Pitch and Tarre ; 
whereby good profic may be gotten; confidering what 
commodities in all Europe do more decay then wood, 
whereof thereis no likelihood (in the opinion of man)

trey to lay hold on,feeing it may be pofleffed fo fitly.

wath they load their Ships. as = 
The which fith fo.taken there, are larger, thick- 
er,and {weeter, then the fame kind of fithes that are 
taken on the.coaft of New-found-land. Whereby it may 
bewell.vnderttood to be more neceflary,for {uch as wil 
faile thereto fith, to.carry fuch kinde of bait as afore- 
faid,with them,and then they thall more fpeedily load 
their Ships thenthe Frenchmen dee, who haue there 
no fuch bait. to take fith withall neither.any other freth 
victuall of eth kinde, wood, or frefh water to drefle 
their meate withall but onely {uch as they carry with 
them from France. , hove’ : 
Whereby it may be well conceiued,that the fithing 
which the Frenchmen haue there, isa very profitable 
trade; fecing they not onely faile thither in thie hardeft 
time of Winter, which is aboue 650. leagues diftance 


_ from the neereft part of France; andinall whichtime 


to live vpon the Sea in a.cold place, with but little 
wood, wherewith. to. make fometimes a good fire to 
dreffe their meate,and to fitby to warme themfelues, 
All which hardneffe of liuing fo.0n the faid Banke, 
the gaine which they make by the faid fithing trade, 
doth make them delight therein: whereby it may be 
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tion: fuclyas fifth the Summer timeat New. found-land, 
and do prouide for that purpofe,they may there reload 
their Ships againe with good fifh, in twenty dayes, 
comming thither, fo well prouided as aforefaid: and 
fo they may then at times fitby a good'fire, when they 
haue laboured hard all day, whereby they. will be the 
better able totake more fifh ima day, then fo many 
Frenchmen fhall beableto take in two.

ward bound in fit order,& beat no chargeabout trim- 


‘ming of any Ship, which (hall ferue in {uch a voyage,

Neitherneede the Mafters and Saylers of any Ships 
that will vndertake the faid voyage,prepare themfelues

Which voyage, I amof opinion, diuers: men will 
gladly vndertake, when thofe Plantations, now lately. 
intended, are orderly fettled ; whicl is likely to: proue

for that purpofe,feeing it will be vntofuch, as.a double 
voyage, and all vnder one.charge.. _ 

And whofoeuer will fo imploy Ships,they may faile 
with their loading fo gotten there, vato Fraunce, Por- 
tgall, or Spaine, where that: kindeoffth doth vfually 
fell ara great prices, and returne loaden from thence 
(by Gods affiftance) yeerely againft Chriftmaffe, with 
fome Salr, Oyle, Wine, Fruit, and fome Royalls of
